Egypt is the land of graves, and tlie 
whole energy of tlie people that could 
be spared from keeping life together 
was devoted to death. The mightiest 
tombs in the world—the pyramids— 
w<*re raised upon tlie death of multi- 
1 tudes of toiling slaves. The hills were 
honeycombed passages and galleries, 
chambers, pits all painfully excavated 
in honor of the illustrious dead, and 
sculptured and painted with elaborate 
skill to make them lit habitations for 
1 ills ghost. Wherever lie looked the 
Egyptian beheld preparations for the 
great turning point of existence. The 
mason was squaring blocks for the 
tomb chamber; the potter molded im¬ 
ages of the gods or bowls or jars, to 
lie placed In the grave for the protec¬ 
tion or refreshment of the Iva. exhaust¬ 
ed with the ordeals of the underworld; 
the sculptor and painter were at work 
upon tho walls of tlie funeral chamber, 
Illustrating the scenes through which 
the ghost was to pass, or depicting the 
Industrious life of the departed. The 
very temples which cluster along the 
levels beside tlie Nile were in a sense 
but vestibules to the tombs in the hills 
behind. The sacred lake, now the 
weedy, picturesque haunt of water- 
fowl, was then the scone of solemn 
ferryings of the dead. The temple 
walls were covered with the terrors of 
the judgment to come. The houses of 
the living, indeed, were built of perish¬ 
ing mud, but the homes of the dead 
and the shrines where supplication was 
made to the gods who ruled their fate 
were made to last forever. On these 
all the strength, tlie science and the 
artistic skill of the ancient Egyptians 
was cheerfully lavished.—Saturday 
Review. 


Two and a Half Square Miles, with a 
Population of Sixty. 

The smallest republic in the world 
is tHat of Tavolara, an island about five 
miles long, with an average width of a 
little more than half a mile, situated 
about a dozen miles to the northeast 
of Sardinia. The total population of 
the whole republic does not exceed 00, 
but they elect a President every six 
years, and a Council of six members, 
all of whom serve the state without 
pay. The women of this island go to 
the polls and vote with the men, and 
ever since it became a republic, in 1880, 
all public business has been transacted 
without turmoil; the elections taking 
l'luce without any high party feeling or 
undue excitement. 

In 1820 King Charles Albert of Sar¬ 
dinia granted the Island of Tavolara to I 
a family of the name of Bartoleoni. but 
in less than half a century the inhab¬ 
itants threw off the yoke of monarchy 
and took to themselves the right to be 
governed by themselves. This little war 
did not alarm the world, and was quite 
a peaceful one. King Paul 1. reigned 
until 1S82, and on his deathbed request¬ 
ed that none of liis kin should succeed 
to the throne, and as no one claimed 
the honor four years later the people 
decided to draw up a constitution, nud 
Tavolara has been a very successful 
little republic since. 

Twelve years ago its Independence 
was recognized by Italy, and, it is to be | 
presumed, other powers would have 
recognized it also if they had known of 
its existence. The inhabitants live 
principally by fishing and raising fruits 
and vegetables. They fear no sudden 
invasion, for they 
army or navy, and. presumably, in ease 
of need, would rely upon the entire 
population to uphold the freedom of 
the country.

The laborer 
wheels his barrow containing the ore 
up an Inclined plane to their open 
mouth 11 height of three feet from the 
floor, and then empties the barrow, 
I iuto the caldron.

Bending over 
the molten liquid, his head and chest 
completely Immersed in its depths, lie 
was holding by his hands to the edge 
and trying, apparently, to draw back 
from the terrible position Into which he 
had fallen. It was nt once evident that 
Connor had somehow missed Ids foot- 1 
iug and fallen partially iuto the boiling 
metal. 

Fellow workmen at once ruslied to i 
; the spot and he was hastily dragged j 
out. Everyone expected to find his face 1 
and chest a hideously charred mass and ;

terrible sight they expected would be 
presented. But to the amazement of 
his rescuers, save for the loss of his

In the case of Connor the man had be¬ 
gun to perspire and on contact with the 
molten metal this perspiration formed 
a gaseous covering that protected his 
skin. His hair, of course, was not so 
shielded and suffered in consequence, 
but with this exception he was uninjur¬ 
ed.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Thus It is closely 
allied to resin; but by one of nature’s 
wonderful processes the soft gum for¬ 
mation has been transformed to a com¬ 
position thnt Is durable, capable of 
withstanding heat and brittle, like 
glass. Much of the world’s amber 1s 
mined in Prussia, near the Baltic Sea. 
There Imbedded ln blue clay are found 
the wrecks of ancient trees and a great 
deposit of amber. Much of it contains 
Insects in a flue state of preservation. 
Over 2,000 varieties of these Insects 
have been found preserved I 11 amber.

Part of the amber 
is found under the sea,, and all of II 
suggests a mystery of prehistoric life 
and vegetation.

KNOWLEDGE OF SELF. 

A Scientist's Observations of Certain 
YVays of Children. 

Dr. Sully remarks that children begin 
to acquire a knowledge of “self” when 
they are a fvw pioutljs yjd, and may be 
observed grasping, striking, itiid biting 
their own hands or feet. A hoy, whose 
feet were stained with new stockings, 
cried to his mother. “These ain’t the 
feet I had this morning.” The trunk is 
first recognized as part of self; then tlie 
head is regarded as the seat of intel¬ 
ligence. A child will “make believe” 
that It Is more than one sell', and per¬ 
sonify Its members. When only a few 
months old a baby does not know its 
own face iu a mirror, until It finds out 
by experience. Children arc often afraid 
of a shadow at first, but In time refer it 
to the sun. They attach every Im¬ 
portance to tlielr bodily appear¬ 
ance nud scarcely believe that au 
earlier photograph of them as 
babies is really meant for them, and feel 
almost new beings when dressed for 
church on Sunday. In time the consci¬ 
ousness of self which thinks, suffers and 
wills Is dimly discerned. A girl of 3 
shut her eyes aud believed her mother 
could seu her body, but not her real self. 
One day she asked. “Mother, am I real, 
or only a pretend like my dolls?” The 
same child pitied the fallen leaves 
dying on the ground. A well-known 
lady novelist, when a child, was amazed 
to think thnt she could feel and act by 
an Internal self, aud the consciousness 
of self came to George Baud one day 
as a sudden revelation. 

Children want to know how their 
thoughts came to their tongue or limbs, 
and Imagine they travel down. 

Metamorphosis of self is a common 
Idea among children who fancy they 
have been something different at one 
time. They also find It hard to believe 
they never existed at all, and will ask 
where they were 100 years ngo. A little 
boy of 5 asserted that the world only 
began to go ropnd when he was horn. 
Another gravely said, while passing a 
street pump. “There are no 
streets In heaven, where I came from.” 
Children have a standard of time dif¬ 
ferent from adults, an hour seeming 
very long to them—Loudon Globe.
